Tha returns are nofcso Tuli as desirable, 
bat. (hey afford suffisient data to enable the 
pabllotojud^e of the merila of ihe »nuoh 
vaunted system of Re^istriition iiiaugur.Hed 
tiy'tha Altortioy General ami iM-c-iJed over 
by his protege. Wlitfii the Ilei^i.stratinii bill 
■was before the Assembly, ivcie toKl by 
its ftUltlor that the ollice won hi \novi\ u good 
paying inslilulioii — yield a ^u^|llll■'. But 
how rain are all human e.xpnoiatioiis ! niid 
mora particularly wlion men altompt to leg- 
islate shout mailers of which Ihey know 
nothing; lot which are opposed to the 
wishes of the country. Instea l of a snrplu.i 
revenue, the Registrar General says that his 
office has been " self<BUppnrting tha first 
year notwithstanding much opposition." 
Only think of that ! He has had his £ 100 a 
year without creating any ohnrgeon ihegen- 
cral revenue.
